He was 75 years old. 
Edward Payson Ripley was one j 
of the best known railroad officials 
; in the country. 
He was president ! 
! of the Santa Fe System for many ! 
| years. 
He started his business ca­ 
reer in Boston, with a wholesale 
| dry goods house. 
He entered the 
I railroad business when 21 as a 
j clerk in the freight department of 
j the Boston office of the Pennsyl- 
j vnnia road. 
Iii 1870 he became a 
I clerk in the Boston office of the 
[Chicago, Burlington 
and 
Quincy 
railroad, his duties connecting him 
I with both the freight and passcn- 
jger departments. 
Two years later 
I he w as made 
the New 
England 
* freight and passenger agent of the 
I company. 
In 1876 he was appointed general 
I Eastern agent of the company for 


I the .territory east of Buffalo, still 
I retaining headquarters in Boston. 
• Eleven years later the office of traf 
I fie manager was created. 
He was 
I appointed to fill it. He then moved 
j to Chicago and made that city his 
: permanent home. 
In 1888 lie was made a general 
manager of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad. June I, 1890, 
he resigned to become third vice 
president of the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee and St. Paul railroad. • He re­ 
signed January I, 1896, to become 
president of the Santa Fe system, 
a position he held for many years. 
At one time he was a director in 
fifteen railroad companies. 
He was born iii Worcester, Mass., 
October 30, 1845, and came from an 
old New England family. His fath­ 
er. Charles P. Ripley, a native of 
Vermont, moved to Massachusetts 
in early manhood and entered the 
• grocery business. 
E. P. Ripley was graduated from 
the Dorchester (Mass.) High school 
j when he was 17 years old. 
Ile made a specialty of the raf- 
! fie department of railroad opera­ 
tion and for many years was re-

He was 
an able speaker and writer oil rail- 
* road questions, and throughout his 
career kept pace with the develop­ 
ment of the business.
